company, and one of the best and 
pluckiest men in the com pan y’s em- 
ploy. 


Mr . Spr oule, wdu) is an old-timer 
in the business and about for ty-five 
year s of age, w^as or der ed to open 
the safe, and thr eatened wdth death 
in 
case of 
r efusal. 
He infor med 
his captor s that they might kill him, 
but it would be impossible for him 
to open the 
safe, as the 
com bina­ 
tion had been taken off, as is cus­ 
tomar y, 
befor e the 
tr ain left Par ­ 
sons, 
Realizing that they wer e bafiled 
at least par tially, the bandits gath­ 
er ed uj) sever al valuable packages 
and a small amoimt of money that 
the messenger had* r eceived betw'een 
Par sons 
and 
Pr yor 
Cr eek, 
after 
which the booty w'as placed 
in a 
sack that had been pr ovided for the 
pur pose and the r obber s bade M es­ 
senger Spr ould good night and wdth- 
dr ew. 
T hey 
did 
not leave the scene, 
however . 
Instead, they pr oceeded 
thr ough the tr ain, and the r obber y 
of passenger s wms gone thr ough with 
in a systematic manner . 
T h e scene 
is said to have been simply inde­ 
scr ibable. Women fainted fr om fear , 
while wails of distr ess went up fr om 
childr en, 
and 
even 
str ong 
men 
handed over their money and jew­ 
elr y in 
fear and ir embling. 
The 
r obber y accomjilished, the r obber s 
fired 
a number of shots and then 
mounted 
their hor ses 
and disap­ 
pear ed in the dar kness. 
John R. Clopton, public 
admin­ 
istr ator , came in fr om Texas this 
mor ning. 
He talked wdth some of 
the people wdio wer e the victims of 
the 
r obber s, 
and in conver sation 
wdth 
a 
D e m o c r a t 
r epor ter 
this 
mor ning said: 
“ 
I w’as a passenger on the nor th 
bound tr ain that w’as to have passed 
No. 3 the second 
station south of 
Pr yor Cr eek. 
While we w'ere w^ait- 
ing ther e a message w’as r eceived, 
saying the south bound tr ain had 
been held up and r obbed, and in­ 
stantly all was excitement. 
‘ T w'as in a Pullman car , the con ­ 
ductor of which had $500 of c o m ­ 
pany 
money on 
his per son. 
As 
soon as he lear ned the news he dis­ 
appear ed into a state r oom and an 
instant later appear ed 
in citizen’s 
dr ess. 
He had discar ded his uni­ 
for m in a jiffy and secr eted his val­ 
uables. 
H e 
took the pr ecaution, 
he said, because he was afr aid the 
r obber s w’ould attack our tr ain, too, 
and in that event w'ould cer tainly 
go thr ough him, in the belief that 
«iie 
had 
consider able 
company 
money.

The scene in my car w'as one 
that 1 shall never for get. 
Women 
cr ied out in fr ight, still other s se­ 
cr eted their diamonds and money 
in 
their

Ther e was one fellow' fr om San 
Antonio who had a lar ge amount of

A T o o l T h a t W ill N o t B u r n t h e H a n d s 
of the Operator. 
In engraving on glass by means of 
electricity different kinds of h an d l e s 
for the tool have been tried, but none 
have been found that were made of 
surticiently 
good 
non-conducting 
material to prevent the beat from 
burning the hand of the operator. 
A now form of handle, just brought 
out, is kept cool by a flow of water 
through 
the 
handle. 
A 
simple 
siphon device is suflicient to conduct 
away all the heat. 
The process has 
not yet 
reached 
further than the 
ornamental 
stage, 
although 
it 
is 
probable that it can be put to good 
use for engraving upon stones, some 
of which It aft’acts in a peculiar man­ 
ner. 
Marks made by it upon cat’s- 
eyes are dark, almost as if ink were 
used, 
and 
upon 
carnelian 
places 
passed over by the incandescent wire 
retain a dark maroon appearance. 
Tlie tool itself consists of a brass 
tube lightly 
packed 
with shredded 
asbestos, through 
which 
pass 
two 
conductors which terminate in two 
binding posts. 
Projecting from the 
end of the brass tuba 
is 
a pointed 
piece of slate against which rests a 
piece of No. 18 B. and S. platinum 
wire, whose ends are fastened to the 
binding posts. 
'Ilirough the large 
tube is a smaller brass tube extend­ 
ing to the bottom, which permits of a 
flow of cool water which goes through 
the handle and passes off 
through 
another tube. 
A eui*rent of fifty am­ 
peres and live volts is sent through 
he platinum wire, which is hcate'd to 
white 
incandescence. 
The 
pointed 
slate pencil supports the wire 
and 
)crmits a moderate 
pressure being 
applied without injuring the wire. 
The operator holds in one hand the 
object to be engraved upon, generally 
some 
piece 
of ornamental 
copper 
flashed glasswai*e, and in the other 
land the tool with which ho writes. 
File lilm of red-colored glass upon the 
outside is so 
thin 
that 
the 
least 
scratch will exjioso clear glass, and 
all marks thus made upon the surface 
stand out transparent against a red 
ground. 
The principle upon which 
it works is as follows: 
The heated 
platinum wire as it touches the glass 
cau.ses the part immediately uiider- 
neatli it to expand and chip oft’ from 
the body. 
As the wire is passed over 
the glass rather 
quickly the chips 
arc very minute and present under 
the microscoi>e a peculiar appearance, 
being triangular in shape and curved 
on the surface. 
Some of these chips 
as they tly from the glass are melted 
by the incandcseent platinum wire, 
and as the tool is lifted line libers of 
glass are drawn out, 
which arc re­ 
moved 
from 
the work by scraping 
the surface of the glass with a piece 
of sheet copper.
